Champ Clark, the Missou ri Con­ 
gressman who will be remembered by 
ou r read ers as hav ing held a joint d e­ 
bate at ou r Dix on Assembly with Mr. 
Dolliner of Iowa, now ex plains, and 
insists that his threat to cu t the 
throat of a man who called him a liar 
at a recent political meeting—joint 
d ebate 
with 
Congressman

d is 
at 
Elkhart, 
Ind iana,-w as 
merely a joke. Champ has a repu ta 
tionasa hu morist, bu t it might be 
well for him to take some of his jokes 
home and think them ov er before 
tu rniDg them loose. 
Howev er the Missou ri joke is sev er« !* 
grad es more refined than the Misssiss- 
ippi joke, if we may ju d ge by those 
promu lgated by Gov ernor Vard aman 
of tbe latter state who ad mits and 
boasts that be in his joke insu lted not 
only the Presid ent of the United 
States bu t also Insu lted the Preif 
J d ent’s mothfr. 


BURNED AT THE STAKE. 
It has been said in the foreign d is 
patches that the Armenians are abou t 
to ask the United States to be their 
friend , and to remonstrate with the 
su ltan abou t the cru el treatm ent they 
are su bjected to. There is no d ou bt 
that Tu rkish troops, regu lars and 
irregu lars, are behav ing in a barbarou s 
manner in some parts of Armenia. 
They are killing men, women and 
child ren. 
They are bu rning d own 
v illages. A strong case can be mad e 
ou t against Tu rkey . 
Bu t if the United States were to 
ex postu late with the su ltan he wou ld 
hav e an answer at hand . He cou ld 
say that no Armenians bad been tied 
to a stake, d renched with kerosene, 
and then bu rned to d eath, as two 
negroes were in the American 
and 
Christian state of Georgia d ay before 
y esterd ay . 
What reply cou ld be mad e 
to the su ltan? While this cou ntry 
has so many u ntamed barbarians of its 
own, it cannot with d ecency say mu ch 
abou t the atrocities perpetrated by 
the barbarians of other land s. 
The two men who were bu rned 
to d eath were abhorrent criminals. 
They d eserv ed to d ie and the law had 
d ecreed d eath. They had been tried ^ 
fou nd gu ilty , and sentenced to be 
hanged on the 9th of nex t month. 
Bu t the people in and near the cou nty 
seat were not content to wait so long 
and they gru d ged the two negroes 
criminals a comparativ ely painless 
d eath. So they selected a mod e of 
pu nishment which was once reserv ed , 
for marty rs, bu t which in the sou th; 
is consid ered fitting for bad negroes. 
| 
The ly nching of men whose grav es , 
were soon to be d u g by tbe officers of 
the law pu ts a qu ietu s on the ex plana- ^ 
tion that the slow process of the law , 
prov oked an impatient people into 
making themselv es ex ecu tioners. The 
la* was swift enou gh in this case, bu t 
it d id not d isirm the ly nchers. 
Men 
take the law into their own hand s, 
as in this case, not so mu ch to ex ­ 
ped ite pu nishment as to hav e an op­ 
portu nity to ad minister it themselv es. 
Not ev en the plead ings of the brother 
of the mu rd ered fariqer cou ld per­ 
su ad e the ly nchers to d esist. 
They 
were crazy to d o somfi killing. 
Gov . Terrell of Georgia took all the 
precau tions which he thou ght were 
need ed to secu re respect for the law. 
He .ord ered militia d u ty at States­ 
boro as soon as the negro mu rd erers 
were cau ght and was able to prev ent 
their ly nching before trial. 
It was 
not his fau lt that ad equ ate precau ­ 
tions were not taken after trial. 
He 
was not responsible for the u nload ed 
rid es of the militiamen. It remains 
to be seen what he wili d o or attempt 
to d o to v ind icate the ou traged law 
and to wipe ou t a d eep stain on the 
repu tation of the state. 
Probably there is nothing he can d o 
ex cept ex press horror and ind ignation. 
Pu blic sentiment in the commu nity 
where the negroes were bu rned is su ch 
that to bring any of the ly nchers to 
ju stice is impossible.—Chicago Tri­ 
bu ne.

Sureties were found and be was re­ 
leased.

In an affidavit Essig states that in 
December last he had the contract for 
the plumbing In the ChaLsworth build­ 
ing on Riverside drive: tbat Wein- 
seimer called a strik e, and two days 
later said that for $11,700 he would 
put the plumbers back to work . 
Es­ 
sig said he could not pay the amount 
in full, but agreed to pay $1,000 at the 
time ami to give a series of notes for 
$250 each to mak e up the balance, lie 
had tak en up all the notes ex cept one, 
which was due yesterday, and on the 
advice of the district attorney he took 
mark ed bills with which to mak e the 
payment. 


N ot F oun d on W elnielm < ,r. 
When Weinseimer was arrested Es­ 
sig had just signalled to the detec­ 
tives that the labor leader had 
the 
mark ed bills in his possession. 
The 
detectives did not find the money on 
the prisoner, however. As flit* ex am­ 
ination tvegan District Attorney Jer­ 
ome, somewhat ex cited, pushed to the 
front and peremptorily called Robert 
P. Bell, one of the lawyers, to the 
witness stand. 
Bell had started to 
leave the court room.

A PLAGUE RELIC. 


T he L on d on G a z e t t e W a s O n e R e s ul t 
of t he G r e a t E p i d e m i c . 
A curious relic of the great plague 
survives still in the London Gazette. 
During the epidemic the autumn ses­ 
sion of parliament was held at Ox ford 
from Oct. 9 to 31, 1065, and Charles 
II. and his court went there to attend 
the session and to escape infection. 
As it was essential that London 
should be k ept informed of the pro­ 
ceedings, the k ing started an official 
journal, entitled the Ox ford Gazette, 
the first number of which appeared 
on Wednesday, Nov. 15, 1665. It con­ 
tained an account of what had been 
done in the way of appointments and 
gave some items of court news. About 
two mouths later the publication was 
transferred to the metropolis as the 
London Gazette. 
The first Ox ford issue does not ap­ 
pear to have reached London until 
Nov. 22, at least Pepys records under 
that 
date, 
very 
characteristically: 
“This day the first of the Ox ford Ga­ 
zettes come out; very pretty, full of 
news, and no folly in it. 
Wrote by

The daugh­ 
ter of a linaneier named (,’aharrus, she 
had married at the age tif si.vteea the 
Marquis de Fouteiiay, hwn divorced 
i from him in 111*:] and had nauarriisl, u 
few months after, Tallien. the conven- 
tiunqel. 
Arrestetl .May 22, ITUi, she was im­ 
prisoned in Les Carmes, and it was 
from here that she wrote the stinging 
episties to her husb and ft hich induced 
that wavering siiirit to dare all in the 
attempt to set her free. Armed with \ 
a dagger in case of failure and all the 
courage he eoidd muster. Tallien ou ; 
the famous hth Thermidor attack(‘d 
llol)espierre iu a deb ute which lirought 
ab out the lull of the “sea green mon­ 
ster.” 
The reign of terror came to an end, 
the prisons disgorg^l their victiims, and 
Mme. Tallien rcceive<l from the people 
the title of Notre Dame de Thermidor. 
The world was at her feet, and she daz­ 
zled it b y her b eauty and her charm, 
her lovers ami her luxury. Even wom­ 
en forgot to b e jealous and acknowledg­ 
ed what all men proclaimed. The fol­ 
lowing description is from the i>on of 
one of her own sex, Mme. de Chaste- 
uay: 
“Mme. Tallien came every day to 
visit Barnis. I do not think it possib le 
to b e lovelier than this woman %vas 
then. 
I shall always see her like a 
fairy qiitHui among the rest, lier b eau­ 
tiful b laek liair coiled simply on her 
head without any omument, round her 
neck a single string of large pearls. 
She w'ore a white underdress and 
tunic of ink crepe, and, sitting on the 
ground playing with a child of three, 
the son of one of Barras’ friends, they 
made a group which no classic sculp­ 
ture could surpa.ss.” 
Barras tells us with great naivete, in 
his memoirs, that the “Little Corsican” 
only turned his attention to Josephine 
Beauharnais after a fruitless attempt 
to ob tain favor with Mme. Tallien and 
that this lady had treated him with 
great disdain, tolling him “she could do 
b etter for herself.” 
This account of 
the affair coming from any other quar­ 
ter would b o more cre<!ib ie. 
A <*onsiderab le event was now to 
take place at the Luxemb ourg—namely, 
the reception given to General Bona­ 
parte after the campaign of Italy. For 
this ceremony (Dec. 10, 1707) the court­ 
yard of the palace w’us transformed 
into a sort of temple, aud an altar to 
la Patrie erected in tlie grand* entrance 
hall. 
The five directors, with Burras 
at their head, attired themselves as 
Romans, while Talleyrand, the min­ 
ister of foreign affairs, was prepared 
with an elab orate harangue 
The scene was made additionally 
b rilliant b y the presenc*e of many la­ 
dies, whose splendid jew’els aud rich 
dresses did honor to the occasion, 
w'hile their eager faces aud murmured 
admiration b etrayed their interest in 
the young hero. Among these groups 
not the least noticeab le were Mme. de 
Staël and Mme. Recamler—“Wit and 
Beauty,” as Napoleou himself named 
them. 
Alone of all the assemb ly the future 
emperor had assumtxl no imposing cos­ 
tume. His uniform, that of a general of 
the Revolution, suggt>sted a character 
of repub lican simplicity, while his pal­ 
lor, his gravity aud quiet demeanor 
seemed to deprecate the ceremony of 
which he was the ob ject. The tone of 
his speech was equally modest, his 
theme the pride he felt in his country’s 
scientific conquests and her progress 
In the paths of peace. 
Surely no government could suspect 
a rival in so well disposed a young 
man. Two years later the coup d’etat 
of Brumaire drove Barras from the 
Luxemb ourg, and the first assemb ly, 
which in France has b orne the title of 
senate, b egan its sittings In the palace. 
—Hon. Mrs. E. Stuart Wortley in Na­ 
tional Review.

Making Fire Indian Faab lon. 
“How do the Indians make a fire 
without matches?” asked a b oy who 
loved to “play Indian.” 
Most of us 
have heard the answer to this: “The 
Indians ust*d a flint and steel, as our 
own fathers and mothers did a hun­ 
dred years ago, and b efore they had 
flint and steel they used rub b ing 
sticks.” We have all rtmd ab out b ring­ 
ing fire out of two sticks b y rub b ing 
them together, b ut 1 find that most 
persons look upon this as a sort of 
fairy tale, or if they b elieve it to b e 
true they think it so ditficult as to b e 
worth no second thought. All wood- 
crafters, I find, are surprised and 
greatly interested to learn that not 
only is it possib le b ut easy to make a 
friction fire if you know how. 1 have 
taught many b oys and men to do it, 
and some have grown so expert that 
they make it nearly as quickly as with 
an old fashioned sulphur match. When 
1 first learned from Mr. W alter Hough, 
who learned from the Indiana, It took 
me from five to ten minutes to gel; a 
b lazing fire—not half an hour, as some 
b ooks have It. But later I got it down 
to a minute, then to thirty-one seconds, 
frojn the time of taking up the rub ­ 
b ing sticks to having a fine b laze, the 
time in getting the first spark b eing 
nl)out six seconds.—Ernest Thompson 
Seton.ln Country Life In America.
